Form er Judge Revelle is Appointed 
to Investigate Reasons For 
Great Increase in Prices 
to Sm all Newspapers.

souri publishers are on the verge 
of suspension 
was 
filed in the 
Supreme court Wednesday by A t­ 
torney General M cAllister. 
The 
petition 
alleges that the 
Graham 
Paper 
Company 
of St. 
Louis, the Butler Paper Company 
of Chicago and a number of man­ 
ufacturers of paper are in a com­ 
bination and conspiracy to control 
♦he price of paper of all kinds. 
It is understood that the Attor­ 
ney General 
proposes 
to take up 
the testimony where the Federal 
Trade Commission left off its in­ 
vestigation. 
In connection with the filing of 
the proceeding. M cA llister tonight 
made this statement. 
“ The 
Missouri 
Press Associa­ 
tion, at 
a recent 
meeting in St. 
Louis, 
passed 
a resolution com­ 
plaining of the enormous increase 
in the last few months, in the cost 
of newsprint 
paper, 
the paper 
used in printing newspapers, and 
asking the 
Attorney 
General to 
conduct an 
investigation 
to dis­ 
cover, 
if 
possible, 
whether the 
high prices and general situation 
in the newrs-print 
trade wras not 
brought about by an unlawful ar­ 
rangement or combination among 
the manufacturers and dealers. 
“ Later, the Executive Commit­ 
tee of 
the 
association presented 
tile resolution and gave me such 
information 
as 
they 
had, from 
which appears 
that the 
price of 
newsprint paper 
to 
the smaller 
publishers has nearly, if not quite, 
trebled within the past year, and 
that the larger publishers are abl£ 
to contract 
for 
and secure their 
paper at less 
than 
one-half the 
prices charged the small publish­ 
ers. 
“ This unusual difference in the 
prices alone 
is 
substantial basis 
for the belief that the price charg­ 
ed the sm aller publishers is arti- 
fically and arbitrarily fixed. 
“ The situation 
of the 
smaller 
publishers 
is 
distressing, 
and 
many of the 
country newspapers 
are facing suspencion unless con­ 
ditions are improved. 
I have ap­ 
plied to the supreme court for the 
appointment of an examiner, and 
the court has appointed former Su­ 
preme Judge 
Charles G. Revelle. 
I shall proceed to 
take the testi­ 
mony as soon as possible and push 
the investigation vigorously.’’

apart from the 
other men. 
Now, at the

of 57 years.
